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Labyrinths in the ancient north Arabian rock drawings 
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Abstract. 

This research presents and analyses three Drawings of Labyrinths, which are found 
in Syrian and Jordanian steppe. Also this study discusses the historical development of 
forms and the functions of the Labyrinth Drawings, not only on the rock Drawings, but 
also on Ceramic and Coins. It appears that the Labyrinth drawing in north Arabian refer 
concerning its forms to the Cretan Labyrinth/ Classic Labyrinth). These Drawings present 
new themes on the fields of Studying Epigraphy as one of the main resources in history 
and culture of north Arabian.
